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‘WHAT THE CONTRACT MEANS. 

The wheat pool contract is now before the 
public for study, comment and signature. It ap- 
pears in full in other columns. It follows as clore- 
ly as is practicable the California Prune Growers’ 
contract. As in the case of the prune association | 
its main feature is the relationship that it estab- 


lishes between the wheat grower and the organ-| 
ization created by him to market his crop. Al. | 
though the marketing organization or committtee 
or directorate is elected by the wheat growers on 
‘the one man one vote principle, once its members 
jare elected they hold not a directorship but a 
‘dictatorship that gives them quite as complete | 
control of the farmers’ wheat as if they hac) 
bought and paid for it with their own money. 

In effect the so-called wheat pool is a joint 
stock company in which the directorate does the | 
business and the wheat growers supply the capi- | 
ta] by giving what is practically a lien or mort- | 
gage on their wheat of the present and the siie- 
ceeding four years. Holding that lien or mortgage 
the directorate makes all arrangements, as to bor- 
rowing money, buying, building or leasing eleva- 
tors, fixing and paying salaries, incurring Jaw 
casts, etc., etc. The wheat crop of this year, and! 
of the succeeding four years as well, is the only 
security upon which the whole of the financial 
operations of the company are based. 

In an ordinary joint stock company the stock 
holders have voting power and therefore contro! | 
in proportion to the shares for which they have 
paid. In that way the holder of a large amount | 
of stock is able either to exercise sufficient influ 
ence to secure his own election tothe board of 
directors, or to secure the election of a director 
or directors in whom he has confidence. But by 
the first clause of the wheat pool contract it is 
expressly provided and agreed that the man who 
only expects to grow wheat as a tenant, has as 
much to say in the organization of the pool, and 
therefore in the subsequent election of directors, 
as the man who owns a thousand acres of wheat | 
land. In the ordinary joint stock company 
the influence of the shareholder is in proportion 
to the financial risk that he undertakes in placing 
the management of his affairs in the hands of the 
directors. In the case of the wheat pool the man 
whose investment or risk is practically nothing 
has exactly the same weight and influence as the 
man whose wheat crop represents his total capital 
and is the result of a lifetime of effort and sacri 
fice. Naturally the wheat grower who has the less 
risk is more numerous than the one who has the

greater. Therefore the election of directors by 
majority vote is in the hands of the men who | 
have least to lose by the possible inefficiency of | 
the directors. Under such circumstances directors 
are apt to be selected for reasons other than those | 
of business experience and trustworthiness. | 

Further in this connection it is well to point 
out that both owner and tenant, lessor and lessee, 
nnd share-crep purchaser are all eligible for mem- 
bership and therefore voting power in the poo! 
That is, land not being worked by the owner is 
allowed two votes, while land worked by the 
owner has only one. The organization does not 
become effective unless over half the wheat area 
of the province is represented by signatures to) 
the contract. That recognizes that 
volume of wheat is necessary to the transaction 
of business. The owner of the large wheat field 
must join the pool or it can’t be established. By. 
ence he has put his name on the dotted line his 
neighbor with ten acres under lease has as much | 
to say about the disposal of his 
crop as he has himself. Not only so but the owne: 
of the ten acres also has a vote so that a leased | 
ten or even five acres carries two votes while the 
owner of a thousand acres has only one. A 
for directors under such a franchise is bound tc 
result in the glib talker or the clever log-roller 
becoming a member of the directorate rather 
than the sound and responsible man of business.

All these forms of protection to the grower are 
found to be necessary, and there are many com- 
plaints that they are not enough to protect the 
grower from the under-grading of his grain. Sec- 
tion 24 of the contract deals with the subject of 
grading by the pool. 


“24. The association mar make rules and regula- 
tions, provide inmgpectors to standardize the quality, 
method and manner of handling, sacking and ship- 
ping of such wheat; and the grower agrees to observe 
and perform any such rules and regulations preserib 
ed by the aseoolation and to accept the grading cetab- 
lished or grading done by the association, the which 
ehall subject to any law in force for the time being be 
conclusive.” 


It is quite clear from the above not only that 
there is to be no appeal from the grading or valu 


|} ation given the grower by the pool, but that the 
authority to establish grades of its own as be- | 


tween the grower and the pool, is specifically con 
ceded by the grower. This provision takes the 
grower absolutely out from under the Canada 
Grain Act, so far as grades are concerned, and 
leaves the directorate of the pool to give him 


any grade and therefore any price it pleases, and | 
| leaves him absolutely without recourse. The words | 


‘‘subject to any law in force for the time being,’’ 
have no effect as to bringing in the Canada Grain 
Act, for in section 6 of the contract the grower 
specifically places all his rights in the hands of

Another instance of this “power of eflence” 
occurred upon a far more important occasion. 
In 1905, he was practising law in tho city of 
Northampton, Mass., having retired from the 
city solicitorship. Miss Grace Goodhue, teacher 
of the school for the deaf and dumb in that city, 
went to Burlington, Vt., to visit her parents. 
linmediately after, Coolidge appeared on the 
scene. He industriously sald nothing until, 
finally, Goodhue, pere, extracted the following: 

“I just came over to be married to Grace.” 

“Have you spoken to her yet?” 

“No, but I think I will in a couple of days.” 

Coolidge had been going with his future wife 
for almost a year when he broke into this su- 
preme burst of communicativeness. He had 
never once even hinted at sentimentality. Two 
afternoons afterwards, according to Mrs. Coo- 
lidge, he appeared at her house, and, without a 
word of greeting, remarked: “We are going to 
get married.” They were married that after. 
noon, and they set about housekeeping in half 
a small two-family house, which remained their 
home during the governor’s terms of office. 

This little home, and the simple, happy life 
of the governor, his wife, and two sons, became 
quite celebrated, after a time. One day a 
friend, looking at the shabby exterior, asked him 
why on earth he did not ask the landlord at 
least to paint it. 

“Might raise the rent on me,” said the frugal 
Calvin. 

The president's coldness has been almost as 
well advertised as his taciturnity, but personal 
friends of his family say that when away from 
Plymouth, Mr. Coolidge has never failed to write 
to his father at least twice a week. 

That he does not lack esthetic tastes, how- 
ever, let Mrs. Coolidge testify. One day a par- 
ticularly becoming dress of hers was much ad- 
mired. 

“He chooses every dress I wear,” she said. 
“On his walks the governor sees something in a 
shop window that he likes; then, in the evening, 
I am advised, ‘I saw something very fetching in 
the line of a gown in such a shop. Guess you'd 
better go and get it.’” 

She added that they went hat-hunting to- 
gether. 

The source of this sort of domestic happiness 
1s not hard to discover when we remember that 
Coolidge carries with him everywhere a thin 
gunmetal case, containing an old-fashioned 
daguerreotype of his mother, taken when she 
was a girl. He once said: 

“There can be no preper observation of a 
birthday that forgets the mother.” 

Like many silent men, he is an adept at the 
production of pithy epigrams. 

“ Men do not make laws. 
cover them® 

“The suspension of one man’s dividends is 
the suspension of another man’s pay envelope.” 

“The assertion of human rights is naught 
but a call to human sacrifice.” 

It is often said that the vice-presidency is a 
convenient shelf for inconvenient politicians. As 
with Roosevelt, that shelf has become, to Coo- 
lidge, a spring-board to supreme power. This 
much seen sure, that which he conceives to 
be his duty he will do, without fear or favor. 

“When Calvin was a boy on the farm,” sars 
his father, “if I was going away end there was 
anything I wanted him to do, I would tell him, 
but, when I came back, I never thought of going 
to see if he had done it—I knew it was done.”
